THE SMALL INVESTOR'S OPPOR-

of winds, but none have yet been plant- ! 
eti in past years for commercial use. i 
Small tracts are much less apt to be 
given the earn in planting and cultiva- 
tion, and are far more difficult to put 
on tlis market.
